It was 
an emergency since, if we didn't 
get the plant soon, we would lose 
a big contract for manufacture 
of automobile anti-freeze. 

“Frankly we're somewhat 
ashamed of the whole thing. To 
this day I don’t know what the 
lawyer did for his fee. 

“If we had to do it over, I don’t 
believe we would have gone along 
on an arrangement like this. We 
were simply in a spot.”

Baker maintained his firm's 
only contacts with the lawyer 
were a telephone call in which 
Waechter was retained and a 
luncheon meeting of the two men 
on the day the fee was paid. 

Waechter said he continually 
kept the firm advised “that it 
was on the right track” and he 
said he “seems to recall two 
luncheons” with Baker. 

However, Waechter added: “I 
don't want to dispute anything 
Mr. Baker says. My memory 
might be a little hazy on all the 
details.” | 

Friend’s Identity Kept Secret. 

The attorney declined to iden- 
tify his “friend with the Washing- 
ton political connections” who 
found out Streett & Co. was

TRUMAN DENIAL 
OF TROOP PLEDGE 
CALLED SUFFICIENT 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 22 (AP)— 
The author of the House reso- 
lution demanding that President 
Truman supply details on his pri- 
vate talks with Winston Churchill 
said yesterday he is ready to 
drop the matter. 


The President's statement that 
he entered into no commitments 
with Churchill to send United 
States troops abroad “is suffi- 
cient,” Representative Berry 
(Rep.), South Dakota, told a re- 
porter. 

Berry’s resolution was passed 
by the House Wednesday, 189 to 
143, and dispatched to the White 
House. It did not require Senate 
approval.

“All I want to know, and all 
Congress wants to know, is 
whether there was any agreement 
to send American boys to foreign 
points,” Berry told a reporter.

Studio Audience Boos. 

The unseemly flaring up of 
tempers was seen by millions 
matching the New York television 
program, “The Author Meets the 
Critics,” of which Miss Faye Em- 
erson is the moderator. (The show 
is not carried by KSD-TV.) 

An audience in the studio, ob- 
viously packed by supporters of 
Taft for President, shouted and 
booed so loudly and frequently 
that Miss Emerson pleaded with 
them to give the debaters and the 
televiewers a chance. This was 
ignored, even when Taft put his 
forefinger to his lips to signal 
that he wanted quiet.

RFC béard a letter saying: “If 
this is true { will serve notice on 
you now that it will be my inten- 
tion as long as I am a member of 
Congress to strive to get rid of 
men who are seeking to destroy 
the businesses of America in this 
fashion.” 

The Justice Department said 
the FBI is investigating the case 
for the department’s criminal di- 
vision. 

‘Welcomes’ Inquiry. 

“TI would welcome an investiga- 
tion,” Redden said. 

Redden said he and his brother 
got the “I.0.U.s” in October 1950 
— two months after the RFC 
granted a loan to the Skyland 
Processing Corporation of Hen- 
dersonville, N. C. — Redden’s 
home town. But he said the notes 
spelled out terms of payment 
agreed on in December 1949, six 
months before the firm sought an 
RFC loan. 

“I defy anyone to show in any 
way that I profited one cent or 
received one cent, directly or in- 
directly, in connection with this 
loan,” Redden said. 

He said the $50,000 fee for him 
and his brother, Arthur J. Red- 
den, was for arranging sale of 
Skyland, a frozen food processing 
plant, by its previous owner, Ivor 
Pardee, to Harry R. Playford. 

Redden said he and his brother 
actually have received only $1250 
each on the “I.0.U.s.” Part of this 
amount, he said, was paid before 
they received the “I.0.U.s” and 
after the RFC loan was made. 


Listed on Loan Application. 

Redden said the firm’s applica- 
tion for the RFC loan lists him 
and his brother as lawyers for the 
firm because Playford, company 
president, was recording the fact 
that the Reddens were employed 
by Playford on a general retain- 
ing basis. 

Redden said the annual retainer 
was $1500, but he said Playford, 
although recording this on the 
RFC loan application, did not ac- 
tually pay the retainer that year, 
1950. He said Playford still*owes 
him and his brother that $1500. 

He said his brother drew up 
some legal papers in connection 
with the RFC loan, but he him- 
self did not act as a lawyer for 
the firm in connection with the 
RFC loan. He said his brother is 
not his law partner. 

As for the brokerage fee, Red- 
den said he and his brother ar- 


a purchaser for the processing 
plant, then owned by Pardee. 
$350,000 Price Fixed, He Says. 

He said Pardee “agreed to ac- 
cept $350,000 for the property, 
with the full understanding that 
we would be allowed to sell the 
property at such price above that 
as we were able to obtain.”

“Some months later Mr. Play- 
ford told me he had been trying 
to finance this venture through 
local capital but had not met 
with success and had applied for 
a loan from the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation,” Redden

“He did not ask that I do any- 
thing regarding the application 
nor did I take any part in it 
whatsoever. Before the applica- 
tion was approved he came to my 
office and asked if I would write 
a letter to the RFC advising 
them of the importance of the 
operation of such a plant on the 
farm economy of that section. 

“I did this and this was my only 
negotiations with the RFC. I did 
not phone them; I did not talk to 
them. In fact, I never phoned or 
visited the RFC office in my life.

ATTACK ONISLAN 
BEATEN OFF Bt 
SOUTH KOREANS 


13 of 20 Boats Reported 
Sunk, Leader of Inya- 
sion Forces Captured, 
Russian-Made Weapons 


Seized.

SEOUL, Feb. 22 (AP) — South 
Korean marines beat off a Com- 
munist amphibious invasion of an 
Allied-held island off the north- 
east coast of Korea in a 33-hour 
battle, the Allies announced today. 


The Korean Army said its ma- 
rines sank 13 of the 20 invasion 
boats. Seventy invaders were re- 
ported killed and six, captured. 
Prisoners included the command- 
er of the amphibious attack. Nine 
South Korean marines were killed 
and six wounded, the Navy said. 

The assault was made by a Red 
battalion—about 800 or 1000 men. 
It was not indicated whether they 
were Chinese or North Koreans. 

The battle began about 1 a.m. 
Wednesday and lasted until 10 
a.m. Thursday, when the last of 
the attackers fled back to the Red 
mainland in their remaining 
boats. 

150 Miles From Soviet Border. 

The assault was directed against 
Yang island, about 16 air miles 
from the Communist east coast 
port of Songjin and some 150 
south of the Soviet border. 

Yang is believed to be the 
northernmost island held by the 
Allies. It lies midway between the 
fortieth and forty-first parallel and 
serves as a lookout post off the 
Red coast. The island presumably 
is one that the Allies would give 
back to the Communists if. an 
armistice is signed. 

Republic of Korea marines have 
occupied the isiand since last 
summer. 

Capt. Choi Chung Song, com- 
mander of the ROK garrison on 
Yang said captured equipment 
included three rocket guns, a 
wireless set, 75 Russian-made 
submachine guns, light machine 
guns and rifles. 

Reds on Island Aided Raiders. 

(Keyes Beech, Chicago Daily 
News-Post Dispatch corrgespond- 
ent, quoted South Koreans 
wounded in the fray as saying 
pro-Communist inhabitants of the 
island abetted the unsuccessful 
Red attempt at invasion. 

(When 30 sampans carrying 300 
North Koreans hit the island in 
a surprise pre-dawn attack, the 
destroyer Shelton, minesweeper 
Endicott and New Zealand frigate 
Taupo charged into the invasion 
fleet, Beech wrote. He said about 
100 Communists were killed and 
many more woundcd.

1500 Internees Attack U.S. Guards Over

PUSAN, Korea, Feb, 22 (UP)— 
An American soldier and 69 Ko-~- 
rean civilians were killed and 23 
Americans and 142 Koreans 
wounded in a Communist-led riot 
in a prisoner compound on Koje 
island off the south coast of Ko- 
rea Monday, it was announced 
today. 

“Severe fighting” resulted when 
some 1500 civilian internees sud- 
denly attacked United States 
security forces with sticks, clubs, 
tent pegs, horseshoes and other 
improvised weapons, the Army 
said. No prisoners of war were 
involved. 


The Army announcement said 
the rest of the inmates of the 
compound, numbering 3500, did 
not join the disturbance.” 

“The situation is quiet and 
under control and the unrest has 
not spread to other compounds,” 
the Army said. 

An Army officer said most of 
the prisoners involved were South 
Koreans who had served the Red 
armies in one way or another 
and later had been captured or 
had surrendered to the Allies. 

Those believed to have been 
impressed unwillingly into Red 
service were in one compound, 


while Communists and suspected 
Communist sympathizers were in 
another. 

The riot in the Communist 
compound (No. 62) began when 
South Korean interrogators en- 
tered the nearby compound of 
supposed anti-Communists to 
“screen” anti-Communists for 
possible release. 

The Army announcement said 
apparently the Communist lead- 
ers wanted to prevent the ques- 
tioning and disrupt the screening. 

The clash was the largest in 
the history of the 170,000 man 
“city” of Communist war prison- 
ers and civilian internees. 

The Eighth Army headquarters 
said 750 soldiers of the Twenty- 
seventh Infantry Regiment of the 
Twenty-fifth Infantry Division, 
were among the guards on the 
island and took part in Monday’s 
fight. The “Wolfhound” regiment 
is commanded by Lt. Col. Norman 
B. Edwards, of Diamond, W, Va. 
An Eighth Army spokesman said 
he apparently was not at the scene 
when the riot occurred.

BUSSES CROWDED 
BEYOND SAFETY, 
GROWE CHARGES 


Survey Shows Some Have 
As Many Passengers 
Standing As Seated, 
He Says. 


Public Service Co. busses are 
being crowded with passengers 
well beyond safe limits, particu- 
larly in the rush hours, James 
E. Crowe, city counselor and 
chairman of the Metropolitan 
Mass Transportation Commission, 
said today. 

Crowe’s conclusion was based 
on a check by the city of Public 
Service operations last month, in- 
cluding the number of persons 
standing in busses. 

“We recognize,” Crowe said, 
“that busses must have standees, 
but we feel this number should 
be limited on individual busses 
on the basis of safety and com- 
fort. That limitation is being ex- 
ceeded.” 

Theory That Fails. 

The company’s rush-hour sched- 
ules, Crowe said, are based on a 
150 per cent average load factor 
for a 15-minute period which 
means that in theory two-thirds 
of the passengers have seats and 
one-third stand. 

In actual operation, however, 
this 150 per cent average load 
means that frequently busses have 
as many or more passengers 
standing as are seated because 
on some busses no persons are 
standing. 

For safety reasons, the city 
feels that no bus should be load- 
ed beyond 165 per cent of seating 
capacity, which would end- the 
practice of jamming passengers 
into the vehicles, Crowe said. 

“That kind of limitation 
wouldn’t be too bad,” Crowe said, 
“and, of course, it would require 
some co-operation from the pub-

LISBON, Feb. 22 (AP)—The 14 
Atlantic allies formally indorsed 
teday the creation of a European 
defense army including German 
soldiers. The vote was unani- 
mous in a historic full dress 
North Atlantic Council meeting. 

By this action the Council voted 
to bring an indefinite number of 
divisions from the West German 
republic into a_six-nation army 
of 2,000,000 men for defense of 
Western Europe against possible 
Communist aggression. 


Acheson Praises Step. 

At a news conference follow- 
ing the Council meeting, United 
States Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson declared today’s decision 
“opens a new day in Europe.” He 
said ‘“‘we have taken a great and 
significant step.” 

French Foreign Minister Rob- 
ert Schuman and Lester B. Pear- 
son of Canada, NATO chairman, 
joined with Acheson in an ap- 
pearance before 300 newspaper 
men and photographers here for 
the meeting. 

Now the six nations—France, 
Germany, Italy, Belgium, 
Netherlands and Luxembourg -— 
ean move swiftly toward signature

Ratification by the parliament 
of each nation must take place 
before the recruiting of Germans 
into the army can begin. 

U.S. Diplomatic Triumph. 

There are still political hurdles 
to overcome but the indorsement 
by the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization represents a major 
United States diplomatic victory 
and a triumph for Gen. Dwight 
D, Eisenhower, one of the strong- 
est backers of a European army. 

This development came on the 
heels of agreement by the U

tional $570,000,000 in aid to help 
fulfill its rearmament program. 
The United States hopes by this 
to help the Paris government 
overcome fears among the Fren 
against seeing Germans in - 
tary uniform once more. : 

The French have approved in- 
clusion of German units in the 
European army, but with qualifi- 
cations that may delay the actual 
recruiting of German soldiers. . 

Agreement on French Aid. 

An authoritative source dis- 
closed the decision to give aid to 
the French just before the Coun- 
cil met to take its action on the 
European army. He emphasized 
the $570,000,000 figure is not fi- 
nal but is tentatively agreed on. 

France, in turn, will raise an 
additional sum estimated at 100 
billion francs to close the gap be- 
tween what its rearmament plans 
will cost and what its inflation- 
stricken economy can afford. 

A spokesman said most of the 
new United States assistance will 
be in the form of procurement 
contracts outside the United 
States, arms, contributions to the 
infrastructure (‘supporting net- 
work of air bases and communi- 
cations) and similar measures. 

It will not be in the form of 
direct dollar aid because that 
would require special congres- 
sional authorization. ‘

TOKYO, Feb. 22 (AP) — The 
government plans a special po- 
lice force to prevent uprisings in 
Japan such as: yesterday’s Com- 
munist-led anti-American riots, 
in which scores of police were 
stoned. 

“Such riots cannot be toler- 
ated,” said Prime Minister Shig- 
eru Yoshida, “especially in view 
of the fact that the peace treaty 
is to go into effect soon.” 

Japanese police with drawn re- 
volvers today raided four fac- 
tories in the Kamata and Omori 
districts of Tokyo. They arrested 
eight men and seized stacks of 
Communist leaflets. 

Attorney General Tokutaro Ki- 
mura said Parliament will be 
asked to create a “capitol police 
force” to cope with any future 
riots. 

Demonstrations by thousands 
of Communists and Red sympa- 
thizers shouting against “coloni- 
zation” of Japan by the United 
States erupted into violence last 
night. : 

In the Tokyo area scores of po- 
lice were injured in clashes with 
mobs armed with tear gas, rocks 
and sticks. 

Rural police headquarters said 
some 3000 persons were involved 
in 21 major demonstrations out- 
side the Tokyo area, and 38 were 
arrested. 


Ex-Congressman Church Dies. 

FRESNO, Calif., Feb. 22 (AP)

U.S. TAX RETURNS 
POURING IN FASTER 
THAN LAST YEAR 


People seem to be more tax- 
conscious this year, 

Federal income tax returns ac- 
companied by payments are being 
filed in St. Louis much faster 
than in 1951, a spokesman for the 
Internal Revenue Bureau report- 
ed today. Not waiting for the 
March 15 deadline, taxpayers al- 
ready have sent in approximately 
68,000 returns with payments, as 
compared to 53,000 in the corre- 
sponding period last year. 

The most recent check of pay- 
ments showed a total of about 
$62,500,000 for the Eastern Dis- 
trict of Missouri. At this time 
last year the total was approxi- 
mately $43,000,000. 

Higher tax rates are the big 
factor in the increased total of 
payments. As for the faster rate 
of returns, that might be partly 
due to publicity about tax scan- 
dals and to the letter the Inter- 
nal Revenue Bureau sent out ask- 
ing taxpayers to be. especially 
careful in seeing that taxes are 
“correctly and completely paid.”

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LEWIS BACKS MINE 
SAFETY BILL. ENDS 
HOUSE HEARINGS 


Union Chief Entrances 
Subcommittee — Group 
to Begin Drafting 
Measure Next Week.

Four days of hearings ended 
late yesterday with testimony by 
John L. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers. He urged 
enactment of the bill introduced 
by Representative Melvin Price 
(Dem.), East St. Louis, which 
would give federal mine inspec- 
tors power to close unsafe mines. 

Lewis, in a mellow mood, put 
on a striking display of mental 
agility, oratorical force, gracious- 
ness, humor and knowledge of in- 
dustrial economis. He apparently 
captivated the subcommittee, 
whose members listened for three 
hours and seemed reluctant to let 
him go. 

The union leader began by de- 
scribing in great detail the man- 
ner in which 120 men were killed 
as a result of the Dec. 21 explo- 
sion in Orient Mine No. 2 at 
West Frankfort, Ill. He said he 
favored the safety legislation be- 
cause it would save lives, and 
asserted that he knew of no one 
who opposed it except “a certain 
percentage of the coal operators.” 

The disaster could have been 
prevented had the recommenda- 
tions of the federal inspectors 
been heeded, Lewis said, adding 
that “the sad thing” about the 
testimony of operators who now 
admit disasters are preventable 
was that it came five years after 
this knowledge became available 
to them. ; 

He urged the committee not to 
be too impressed by the argu- 
ment that many small coal opera- 
tors would be wiped out if the 
Price bill is enacted. He foresaw 
benefits to all classes of mines, 
pointing out that at present “hu- 
mane managers” who try to make 
conditions safe are penalized com- 
petitively by “chiselers.” 

He dismissed the protests of 
some small operators as argu- 
ments of “the bobtail and ragtag 
element of the industry, the hang- 
ers-on, the suckers,” and said, 
“We can’t gear our standards of 
life to the slowest.” 

Representative Boyd Tackett 
(Dem.), Arkansas, said. he feared 
the Interior Department “like no 
other department,” and wanted 
to know what Lewis thought of 
warnings that the pending bill 
could lead to nationalization of 
the coal industry. 

“In no way that I can conceive 
of,” Lewis replied, poifiting out 
that his union always has opposed 
nationalization. 

Lewis discussed coal economics 
at length, contrasting American 
production with that of Great 
Britain. He attributed poor Brit- 
ish production to the decision of 
British miners to oppose mecha- 
nization, and said this in large 
part was responsible for Britain’s 
present economic plight and sink- 
ing world position. 

Other witnesses yesterday in- 
cluded Charles Ferguson, acting 
director of the UMW safety divi- 
sion; Representative Edward L. 
Sittler Jr. and John P. Saylor, 
Pennsylvania Republicans, and 
Representative Robert L. Ram- 
say, West Virginia, Democrat, all 
of whom supported the safety 
legislation.

The school administrators’ 
meeting, which opens tomorrow 
at Kiel Auditorium, is one of 
three regional conventions com- 
prising the seventy-eighth annual 
convention of the group.. Other 
regional sessions will be held in 
Los Angeles and Boston. 

Senator Estes Kefauver of Ten- 
nessee will be the featured speak- 
er at a general session of the 
school administrators at 9:30 
a.m. Monday in Kiel Auditorium 
Convention Hall. He will speak 
on “Fundamentals for Tomor- 
row’s Schools.” 

Conference of Principals. 

At a related meeting, a central 
district conference for elementary 
school principals opened today at 
Kiel Auditorium and Hotel Jef- 
ferson. 

Herold C. Hunt, general super- 
intendent of instruction, Chicago, 
spoke on “Challenge of the Ele- 
mentary School Principalship” 
after which conference delegates 
attended discussion groups on 
problems in elementary schools. 

Hunt said the elementary 
school principal in years past had 
gradually been placed in a “posi- 
tion of conflict,” finding himself 
saddled with responsibility but 
without authority, and lacking 
the channels through which he 
could exert leadership. 

Elementary principals now are 
able to assume leadership, Hunt 
declared, because their profes- 
sional status has been improved, 
because of the trend toward 
greater democracy in school pro- 
cedures, and because people are 
coming to look upon the principal 
as a community leader, and the 
school as a focal point for worth- 
while community activity. 

Factors in Leadership. 

“While the growth of the ele- 
mentary school principalship has 
been steady and while its future

Defends Pending Bill. 

The Governor defended the re- 
districting bill driven through 
both Houses of the Legislature by 
the Democratic majority and said 
he considered it a fair bill. Re- 
publicans have charged that it 
gives them only two safely Re- 
publican districts and the Demo- 
crats nine. 

Revision of the districts by the 
1951-1952 Legislature was neces- 
sary because the number of con- 
gressional districts allotted to 
Missouri was reduced from the 
present 13 to 11, based on the 
1950 census.

‘Sudan Needs Qualified Leaders 
As British Plan to Withdraw, 
Foreign Help to Be Required 


English Administration Has Been Benevolent 
and Is Trying to Make Up for Its Failings 
in Education to Prepare People for Self- 


Government.

KHARTOUM. 


HE British record in the Sudan is not, of course, without blem- 
ish. But future rulers of the country will have cause for satis- 
faction if they can do as well. 

' The administration of the Sudan, despite its imperfections, 
stands up well alongside that of any other Middle Eastern govern- 
‘ment. In point of efficiency, it is much better than most. What is 
more, it is a highly solvent ‘government, thanks mainly to the 
.Gezira irrigation scheme—a product of British initiative and Su- 


danese labor. 

Yet, traveling about the coun- 
try, one sees that the people gen- 
‘erally are still very poor, and in 
some areas, abysmally 
Lack of funds and lack of inter- 
est on the part of the Sudanese 
themselves have n 
blame. But it must be 
in the half century th 
been here, the British 
done a good deal more 
field of education to prepare 
Sudanese for the responsib 
of self-government which . are 

about to be thrust upon 


them. 
Trying te Make Up. 

’ If the British were slow in the 
past, they have been trying to 
make up for it in recent years. 
They have encouraged the in- 
ereased demand for education and 
social reform and have gradually 
broadened Sudanese © sang page 
in the administration of the 
country. : 

Though the Sudan has been 
nominally administered under an 
Anglo - condominium 
since 1899, the real authority has 
been British from the start. To- 
day there are only 200 Egyptians 
in the Sudan government’s serv- 
ice, most of them in secondary 
positions, 

Despite the Egyptian decrees 
renouncing the condominium and 
proclaiming Farouk “King of 
Egypt and the Sudan,” the ad- 
ministration here continues as be- 
fore. It is under the supreme 
authority of a British Governor- 
General, Sir Robert G. Howe, 
assisted by an Executive Council 
jot mixed Sudanese and British 
membership.; A Legislative As- 
gembly has certain powers and 
provides the Sudanese with a 
useful forum for airing their 
epinions. Its decisions are sub- 
ject to the approval of the Gov- 
ernor General, who also exer- 
cises sole authority in certain re- 
served subjects. 

1000 Britons in Government. 

Today there are about 1000 
Britons in the employ of the Su- 
dan government. Only 136 of 
them are in the political admin- 
istration. The rest are mostly ex- 
perts and advisers doing jobs for 
which no qualified Sudanese or 
Egyptian personnel are available. 

Twelve British police officers 


supervise a Sudanese police force 
which maintains order in a 
country 10 times as large as the 
British Isles. 

In the whole of the Sudan 
there is only one battalion of 
British troops, plus a few Royal 
Air Force personnel. These small 
units are supplemented by the 
British-officered Sudan Defense 
Force of about 3000 men. The 
British may be criticized and, in 
some cases, even disliked, but 
they are not hated. If this were 
not so, it would have taken many 
times the present number of 
Britorfs to maintain order in this 
vast and volatile land. 

The British are committed to 
getting self-government going 
this year and preparations 
self-determination immediately 
thereafter. The shape of self-gov- 
ernment will be defined by a 
new constitution which is still in 
the drafting stage. After the 
adoption of a constitution, there 
will be elections. 

Won’t Mean Remeval of British. 

As it looks now, self-govern- 
ment will not mean tne removal 
of the British Governor-General, 
but it will mean a complete re- 
organization of the government 
along parliamentary lines, with 
Sudanese taking over many of the 
British administrative functions. 
It will then be up to the Parlia- 
ment to decide whether and how 
to go about the next step—self- 
determination on the Sudan’s fu- 
ture status. 

This, at least is the plan. It 
could be subject to change over- 


‘night if the United Nations in- 


tervened, if the British switched 
their policy or if the Sudanese 
themselves decided they would 
like things done differently. 
The problem of finding quali- 
fied Sudanese for the higher 
levels of government will be a 
very serious one, and it is obvious 
the Sudan is going to require 
foreign advisory and technical 
help for some years to come. 
Even Sudanese who are anti- 
British will usually agree that 
British administration has been, 
on the whole, benevolent and 
just. Now the Sudan’s future de- 
pends on the kind of people who 


take over power as the British 
withdraw their steadying hand.

Truman Shows Delegates Favor Ke- 
fauver if President Does Not Run.

WASHINGTON. 


HE delegates who nominated President Truman in 1948 now 
overwhelmingly favor Senator Kefauver to succeed him if Tru- 
man chooses not to run again. 


This is the finding of the Joseph 


M. Baird Co. of New York, an impartial research outfit, which has 
quietly polled 2798 delegates to the 1948 Democratic convention. 


Results show Kefauver two to 
' @ne ahead of his nearest rival, 
Gov. Adlai Stevenson of Illinois. 

Of the 826 delegates who re- 
plied to the straw ballot, 35 per 
cent voted for Kefauver, 19 per 
cent voted for Stevenson, 15 per 
cent for Chief Justice Fred Vin- 
son, 14 per cent for Illinois Sena- 
tor Paul Douglas and 4 per cent 
for Supreme Court Justice Wil- 
liam O. Douglas. 

Kefauver held a commanding 
lead in the key states of New 
York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Cali- 
fornia and Michigan. He was 
weakest in his own bailiwick, the 
South, though even there he led 
most of the other candidates. In 
Georgia, he trailed Georgia’s own 
Senator, Dick Russell, but ran‘a 
close second. In Kentucky and 
Arkansas, Kefauver ran behind 
Chief Justice Vinson. Elsewhere 
in the South, the Tennessee Sena- 
tor polled the most votes. 

His biggest lead was in his 
home state, Tennessee, where he 
received nine of the 10 votes cast 
despite the vindictive opposition 
of his colleague, Senator Kenneth 
McKellar, who has vowed to crush 


him. 

The poll did not answer the $64 
question: What would be the re- 
sult if Truman decides to run 
against Kefauver?

The case is that against the 
17 most important investment 
bankers in the United States, in 
which the Government alleges 
that the bankers conspired in the 
floating of bond issues so that 
bonds could not be sold except 
through them, and on their terms. 

Judge Medina, who is hearing 


attorneys for both sides to his 
chambers, told them he was near 
a nervous breakdown and post- 
poned the case for two months. 

Specifically, the judge said he 
had gone to his father’s grave on 
a Sunday, then had come home 
to have dinner with his brother, 
quarreled with his brother, and 
suddenly found himself running 
down the street without his coat 
on. 

After a two-month recess to 
allow the judge to rest, the trial 
has now resumed.

BACKGROUND — Several 
background facts in this vitally 
important anti-trust trial are ex- 
tremely interesting. 

The case was filed in 1947 by 
John Sonnett, then Assistant At- 
torney General. After retiring 
from the Justiee Department, 
Sonnett went to work for one of 
the law firms defending invest- 
ment bankers Dillon, Reed— 
namely, Cahill, Gordon, Zachry 
& Reindel. 

When Judge Medina first be- 
gan the trial he disclosed in open 
court that two of his sons were 
employed by two leading firms in 
the case. Ordinarily a judge dis- 
qualifies himself when a son or 
relative is of counsel. However, 
Judge Medina did not do so. In- 
stead he asked the attorneys 
whether there was any objection 
to his sitting in view of his sons’ 
employment. 

This put Francis Hayden, attor- 
ney for the Government, squarely 
on the spot. Finally, Hayden re- 
plied that this was a matter for 
the judge’s own conscience, but 
there was no objection. 

Since then, Judge Medina has 
been razzing Government attor- 
neys almost as if he were the op- 
posing counsel.

To Overplaying Hand on Arms Aid

Schuman supplied some im- 
pressive figures to illustrate the 
increasing assistance which he 
said the Chinese Communists 
were giving to Vietminh groups 
in Indochina. So far, he re- 
ported, no Chinese military units 
have been identified but the latest 
weapons were being supplied to 
Ho and Ho’s forces were receiving 
intensive training on Chinese ter- 
ritory. 

Chinese support for Ho, Schu- 
man said, was making his gov- 
ernment’s task increasingly dif- 
ficult, a fact which explains why 
the French are deeply disturbed 
over what may happen after a 
truce is arranged in Korea be- 
tween the United Nations and 
Communist forces. * 

He released the latest French 
casualty figures in Indochina, ex- 
plained that 35 per-cent of the 
French military budget went to 
support the war in Southeast 
Asia, and described the effect of 
this campaign on France’s at- 
tempt to rearm in Western Eu- 
rope. 

For the divisions France is cre- 
ating for use on the Continent, 
according to Schuman, there is 
a dangerous shortage of officers 
and non-commissioned officers. 
One reason for this, he said, is 
that 6000 have been assigned as 
a cadre for the recently organized 
140,000-man army of loyal Viet-

The standard bearer of the 
southern revolt has not yet been 
picked. Byrnes and Byrd spent 
upwards of two hours trying to 
persuade Russell, one of the most 
powerful and respected men in 
the Senate, to take on the as- 
signment. In the end, Russell re- 
fused, and this refusal is believed 
to be final. 

Byrnes has also signified his 
refusal, and so has Byrd, who 
must run again for the Senate 
this year. Accordingly, a number 
of other names, conspicuously in- 
cluding that of Gov. Alan Shivers 
of Texas, are being canvassed. 

Whoever is finally chosen to 
head the southern ticket in case 
of a Taft-Truman race, the south- 
ern leaders fully expect to cap- 
ture at least seven or eight states 
for their ticket instead of the four 
taken by the Dixiecrats in 1948.

NEW YORK: Public transportation is not only 
tax exempt, but draws on general tax revenues 
to meet steadily mounting deficits. This has been 
one way to avoid the political dynamite of in- 
creasing the 10-cent transit fare. 

* + . 

From these four cities it may be concluded 
that politics ean riddle every aspect of a transit 
system. This is true with regard to debts and 
financing, modernization of property and subsi- 
dies. Fares may be held down but in the end 
the general taxpayer foots the bill. But the four 
cities without political management have a much 
more encouraging story to tell: 

CLEVELAND: The “C.T.S.” had the good for- 
tune to buy its property 10 years ago, before in- 
flation set in. It has supported itself, and soon 
will pay off the last of its revenue bonds and 
expand its rapid-transit routes. The basic fare is 
15 cents. 

SEATTLE: This publiely-owned system was in 
trouble tntil it got an RFC lean conditioned on 
getting rid of political control. It then paid off 
the RFC two years early, and now is free of debt 
and has reserves, operating on a 15-cenf fare. 

CHICAGO: Here the transit authority inher- 
ited ancient equipment and heavy charges to the 
city in lieu of taxes, but has been able to spend 
$71,000,000 on modernization. The Chicago sys- 
tem faces deficits because of a drop in riders 
and has raised fares to 17 cents on surface lines. 

SPRINGFIELD: The Missouri city combines 
its transit with gas and electric utility operations. 
The enterprise has been economically successful 
though to some degree gas and electric consum- 
ers have subsidized the transit operation lately. 

° . * 

Cleveland and Seattle have had notable suc- 
cess, but these reports do not show that absence 
of politics guarantees success. They do indicate 
that politics contributes to a high cost, and if 
fares are held down, the taxpayers have to pay 
that cost. 

The report from these eight cities suggests 
other conclusions. The four better systems all 
use revenue bonds to pay their own way. No 
system should depend on taxpayers directly, for 
that destroys an incentive to efficiency. 

At the same timé evefy transit system seems 
to face a challenge from the automobile and 
consequent loss of revenue. If a city should not 
be obliged to support a transit system, most tran- 
sit systems are no longer in a position to help. 
suppoft the cities through high taxes. Some tax 
abatement may be necessary for better service. 

All of these are details, but the success of 
public ownership depends on infinite details as 
to management, political regulations, financing 
and other plain business concerns. St. Louis can- 
not generalize about the future of public transit 
authority until it knows what these details are. 

Patience and infinite care in planning public 
ownership is the lesson from eight cities.

This is our annual report—even earlier this 
year than most—that the first forsythia is in 
bloom. Gold and yellow on bare brown stems, 
the first few flowers make a handsome picture 

against the sun-bathed red brick wall. 
These few eager shrubs, utterly devoid of a 
proper respect for the fullness of time, always 
take us a little by surprise. But what a welcome 


surprise! And how it breaks the back of winter!. 


And how it changes a mood from grim endur- 
ance to sparklifig confidence! Here is evidence 
that, after all, neither mink coats nor Russian 
politburocrats are going to change the stars in 
their courses. 

Oh, this burgeoning may be a false dawn, we 
admit. We do not rightly know how to read Na- 
ture’s signs. We cannot even be sure always 
about the hole in which the biggest trout is 
lurking. And so, we probably would be wrong in 
pointing to the first forsythia as the sign of an 
early spring—even though St. Louis certainly 
deserves one after a winter which began its wild 
tantrums as early as November. 

Probably there will be more snow and more 
ice. The early forsythia may be nipped, and 
April will be the less glorious for it. But never- 
theless we take these few flowers as a good 
omen. Spring is on the way, and not far behind 
will come summer with its torrid heat and its vio- 
lent storms, its blights and its bugs. But for the 
moment, the first forsythia is out in all its cour- 
ageous pride. And that is quite enough. 
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Civic Spirit Among-the Youth 

Thanks in no small measure to a vigorous and 
healthy civic spirit along Washington Univer- 
sity’s fraternity row, the machinery for tackling 
the pressing area-wide sewer problem may soon 
begin moving. The fraternity men’ apparently 
have obtained enough signatures to put over the 
lagging drive for a Board of Freeholders to plan 
a Metropélitan Sewer District. 

Once the signatures have been checked— 
about 11,000 are required on the city petitions 
and 3500 on those circulated in the county— 
appointment of the freeholders can begin. Nine 
will be St. Louisans, nine from St. Louis county 
and one from outstate. The board will have a 
year to plan creation and operation of the dis- 
trict. Voters of the city and county, at separate 
elections, then will pass on the proposal. 

The legal machinery the students may have

And this the British and American 
NATO representatives are seeking to accomplish. 
Both have assured the French that theif govern- 
ments would not be indifferent toward any pos- 


, sible German aggression against France. 


After the record of the British and the Amer- 
icans in Werld War I and World War Il, it is a 
little difficult te understand how. French poli- 
ticians can so readily convince themselves that 
they might be abandoned by their allies. This 
is the weakest of their excuses for reluctance in 
connection with the Pleven plah. Whefi they say 
that they do not again want to be occupied and 
liberated, it is fair to remind them that the 
British did not plan on Dunkirk. After all, the 
French collapse had more than a little to do 
with it. 

Recriminations, however, provide no help. 
In all fairness, it was the French who evolved 
the plan for limited German rearming—just as 
it was the French who devised the Schuman 
plan. The political imagination capable of such 


projects ought to be capable of compromising 


such differences as still exist between France 
and Germany. And the time to do it would seem 
to be now with the West-oriented Aglenauer gov- 
ernment in office. It is unlikely that the task 
will ever be easier. 7 

Considering the world situation, it is difficult 
to see how the French can find much hope in 
clinging to old patterns. The future seems to 


depend almost absolutely on a very considerable | 


degree of integration for Western Europe. That 
inevitably means a new relationship between 
France and Germany. Every policy has its risks. 
But France is less likely to be isolated if her 
statesmen move courageously toward the mu- 
tual defense of the continent. 


Since the importance of France has again been 
acknowledged by the British and the Americans, 
the French surely can scale down their doubts. 
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Justice Vinson Will Not Run 


Chief Justice Vinson, so The Washington Post 
announces, will not permit himself to become 
the Democratic nominee for President even if 
he is drafted by the convention. The position 
of Mr. Vinson is that not even the gravest 
emergency can justify an exception to the non- 
political role of the Supreme Court. He says 
this view grows out of a strong belief in the 
independence of the judiciary prior to his ap- 
pointment as Chief Justice in 1946. 


Mr. Vinson’s declaration would be more im- 


- pressive if he were not in such frequent as- 


sociation with President Truman—certainly a 
breach of the separation of the judiciary from 
the executive branch. The Chief Justice has 
been a special visitor at Key West several times 
and he is otherwise reported in frequent com- 
munication with the White House. 


The Vinson statement is in effect a reflec- 
tion on Charles Evans Hughés who was drafted 
from the Supreme Court by the G.O.P. in 1916 
to run against Woodrow Wilson. Yet when he 
returned to the court as Chief Justice, Mr. 
Hughes held himself scrupulously apart from 
the Republican President, Herbert Hoover, who 
appointed him. In this regard, Chief Justice 
Vinson might well emulate his distinguished 
predecessor. 
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Timely Words From Washington 

Washington, in 1775, said that one of his 
hardest jobs was to convince people to believe 
there was danger “until the bayonet is pushed 
at their breasts.” 

Speaking in Tokyo, Gen. Ridgway says this 
Same danger exists today and yet there are 
those in -this country who are still questioning 
why we are in Korea. Declaring our troops are 
there in the U.N. stand “against deliberately 
planned, unprovoked aggression,” Gen. Ridg- 
way says succinetly: “To have done otherwise 
would have been a repudiation of every princi- 
ple we had previously professed.” 

Politics has reached a sad pass indeed when 
a mifitary commander in the field sees a great 
international issue more clearly than some men 
who seek the presidency of the United States! 
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Criticism Plus Advice 

Criticism is easy to make, but advice is hard 
to take. The King subcommittee’s statement on 
the San Francisco tax scandals contains a little 
of both. It should be good reading for those Sen- 
ators who decried the tax seandals but now op- 
pose the reorganization plan for the tax bureau. 

The criticism by Chairman King is clear 
enough. Reciting the manipulations that went 
on for so long’ in the West Coast tax office, he 
blisters the “indifference of an inept top ad- 
ministration in Washington.” The house-cleaning 
there and elsewhere was foreed upon the Treas- 
ury Department and White House by just such 
publicity. 

But these facts do not make continuing re- 
forms less necessary. The King statement shows 
that it will do but temporary good to clean the 
rascals out of the tax agency, if the political 
system that put them there is allowed to con- 
tinue. Mr. King says the same pattern of devo- 
ion to political interests, of political appoint- 
ments to jobs requiring technical competence, 
has been found not only in San Francisco but 
in St. Louis, New York an@ other places. 

President Truman’s reorganization plan would 
take tax officers out of politics and put them 
under civil service. The King subcommittee 
agrees that this is “an essential step toward re- 
storing a justified public faith in our taxing 
system.” . 

Meanwhile Senators would justify a little more 
public faith if, in addition to denouncing the 
tax bureau, they would freely accept its organi 
zational reform. :

Physician, Heal Thyself 


Reputation of medical profession is at low ebb, says Governor; 


costly campaign has arrested trend toward state medicine, but 
has not stopped it; people are not on the doctors’ side because 


medicine has been commercialized;'a return to ideals demanded. 


From a Speech by Gov. Johnston Murray of Oklahoma 
to the Tulsa County Medical Association 


I am going to attempt, in a constructive 
way, to give you a view of the modern 
medical age through a layman’s eyes. So, 
let us be frank, candid and honest. Dur- 
ing the last 35 years or thereabouts, the 
medical profession has lost an imtmeasure- 
able amount of the public esteem, rever- 
ence and respect that it formerly enjoyed. 

Why is this true? There are many an- 


swers but I shall confine myself to a few 


of the more patent reasons. The true test 
of a man’s standing in time of crisis is: 
Will his neighbors : 

rally to his cause and 
help him fight his 
battles for love and 
affection and not for 
pelf or gain, political 
or otherwise? 

During the last 
decade, your profes- 
sion has spent mil- 
lions of dollars in 
its fight against so- 
cialization. You have 
been able to scare 
the very britches off 
the politicians and 
been able to fend 
off the advances of 
the socialistic trend, but you and I both 
know you haven't stopped it by any means. 
It has merely been arrested. 

Why, some of you will ask, do you think 
this is true? How can you justify this con- 
clusion? My candid answer is—that dur- 
ing all of this fight and throughout its 
bitterest debates, you have failed com- 
pletely to rally a militant public opinion 
to your support. 


Doctors Were Loved by All 


Yes! I'll admit you have good editorial 
support. Numerous professions who fear 
like consequences have given aid and com- 
fort, and the politicians in legislative halls 
have responded through fear and in the 
hope of obtaining your continued support.

But what about the man on the street,. 


in the fields, and along the highways of 
trade and industry? Does he care what 
happens? What about your neighbors 
across the alley, or your patient who lives 
on the other side of the tracks? Will they 
come to your rescue? 

You know they haven’t, and unless some 
changes are made they probably won't. On 
the contrary, unless some changes are 
made they may; all too soon, be found 
casting away their state of lethargy and

r When and if this happens you can kiss 
your political influence goodbye, for it 
will vanish like the morning mist before 
the sun.

On 
the other side was a list of charitable or- 
ganizations to be called if the person need- 
ing the service had no money. 

As I read this most indisereet of all 
signs I wondered how many Edisons, Ein- 
steins, Lincolns, and Pasteurs lie buried 
in unmarked graves because they were 
too poor to call a doctor—because they 
didn’t have money. 

Doctors, this is your burden—your re- 
igre wage You can’t shirk it by saying 
the state ought to do it. You can’t pass 
the buck to the Community Chest or the 
Salvation Army. God gave you your great 
knowledge and skill, believed you would 
be charitable with it. If you fail him, He 
will find ways to retaliate. 


A Debt Owed to Paupers 


Remember this always, the pauper who 
needs you today was yesterday one of the 
taxpayers who helped build and maintain 
our great school of medicine where the 
doctors of today and tomorrow receive a 
free education. You will.be a long time pay- 
ing this debt and you can only pay it by 
giving away some of the blessings you have 
received. 

There is still another very grave prob- 
lem which confronts the doctors of today 
and which is causing no end of trouble— 
the question of medical testimony. 

When a man is hurt or injured, he has 
a right to expect that his doctor will tes- 
tify to the truth and the truth only about 
his condition when the time comes to do 
it. Yet one of the greatest complaints we 
hear today is the great difficulty encoun- 
tered in getting many physicians to at- 
tend court. This shouldn’t be true. 

A physician knows, or should know, 
when an injured man is brought to him 
that the question of negligence or compen- 
sation is almost sure to arise. If that physi- 
cian is going to take the man’s money for 
treating him, he should not hesitate to 
take the time to describe his-injuries and 
the results in a court when the necessity 
arise3. 

Next we have with us the doctor who 
is a professional witness—the one who tes- 
tifies too much and too often: He is the 
exception, I know, but one such exception 
can cause an avalanche of condemnation 
to descend upon the heads of an otherwise 
clean profession. 


So Mankind May Benefit 


He waits like a vulture for an i- 
ty to go into court and swear t “hell 
is an ice house,” so to speak, for lucre and 
for pelf—a disgrace to his profession and 
an impediment to the administration of

Fur Trading Adventure Tale 
THE CITADEL OF THE LAKES, by Myron David Orr.” 

Dodd, Mead & Co., 287 pqs., with map, $2.) 

Historic data about the era of fur- 
trapping and trading sets the stage for 
suspense and intrigue on the island of 
Michilimackinac.

Officials of the English army made 
false pretenses of aiding her. It soon was

and that the North Koreans had 
agreed with them, indeed en- 
couraged them to come in, in or- 
der not to be left too much alone 
with their Chinese friends. This 
is, of course, pure speculation. 
But there must be some reason 
for this unexpected development. 

Inspecting the armistice is 
hardiy a sufficient reason. For 
Soviet agents can and will in- 
spect the armistice whether or 
not they are officially designated 
to inspect it. But they would not 
have diplomatic standing in Ko- 
rea. They would not have the 
right to keep the Koreans aware 
that the Soviet Union, as well as 
the United States, is present and 
concerned with the future of 
Korea. 

In rejecting this proposal we 
might, I would suggest, make a 
counter-proposal. It would be an 
invitation to the Soviet Union to 
become one of the guarantors of 
the armistice. The logic of our 
position points directly to such 
an invitation. 

We say that the Soviet Union 
is not a neutral in the Korean 
war. She is, therefore, a partici- 
pant. If she is a participant in 
the Korean war, then she should 
sign the armistice that is sup- 
posed to conclude that war. In- 
deed we should say that the ar- 
mistice is incomplete unless she 
signs it. We are on weak ground 
if we argue, on the one hand, 
that Russia is engaged in the 
war, is in fact a principal in the 
war. and then, on the other 
hand, that she must not be per- 
mitted to have any part in the 
armistice and the conference 
which are to stop the war and to 
end it 


Russia in the Open. P 


There is more to all this, how- 
ever, than logic. It would be 
sound policy, and in our own 
best interests, to put an end to 
the fiction which protects and 
masks the Soviet Union’s own 
interests in the Far East. For 
she, too, has interests that are 
in conflict with those of the peo- 
ples of Asia. 

The fiction is no doubt enor- 
mously convenient for the Soviet 
Union. But certainly it adds only 
to our own difficulties to have 
the Russians operating always in 
the background, never on the 
front of the stage and in the 
limelight. Surely, our policy

is in reality a suspension, even 
if it is not an open breach, of 
diplomatic intercourse between 
the Communist orbit and our- 
selves. Not many, however, who 
take this view are prepared to 
say, or really mean to say, that 
diplomacy is exhausted and that 
the die is cast for war. 

I can understand, though I 
deeply disagree with, those who 
have lost patience and hope and 
are for war. But what we have 
today in this country are very 
large numbers of people who hon- 
estly do not want war and yet 
very sincerely, for what seem to 
them high moral reasons, do not 
wish to have the diplomatic deal- 
ings which are the alternative te 
War. 


Stalin, Not Kim I] Sung. 


One. of the principal diffical- 
ties under which we are laboring 
in the Far East is that it is so 
difficult, indeed next to impos- 
sible, to conduct an effective 
diplomacy and at the same time 
to please all the people who feel 
that it is a moral contamination 
to make diplomatic contact with 
our enemies. 

Thus it would be good diplo- 

macy in the Far East not to ex- 
clude the Russians from the Ko- 
rean settlement but on the con- 
trary to take the initia@ive and 
demand that they come into the 
open, to declare their interests 
and accept their responsibilities. 
Good diplomacy, if its object is 
an armistice, will always aim to 
involve and to bind the principals, 
not merely their agents. It will 
far prefer the signature of Stalin 
on any protocol or treaty to the 
signature of Kim I] Sung. 
It will not treat Stalin’s signa- 
ture as a victory for Communism, 
as sOme great favor and benefit 
surrendered by us to the great 
Red mogul, It will gegard his 
signature as a tie—no doubt not 
made of steel—that would bind 
him more than if he had not en- 
gaged himself at all.

Oil Crowd Reaching for White House? 


HAT OLD SAW about politics making strange bedfellows is * 


dusted off again about this season. For, from now to the nation- 
al political conventions, you are going to see all sorts of com- 
binations suggested as candidates for President and Vice President 


of the two major parties. 

It was ever thus. It’s no joke, 
either, for some strange combina- 
tions actually come out of na- 
tional conventions in the effort, 
in such a big and diverse coun- 
try as ours, to placate various 
elements and in- — 
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or bottom, would 
be about the 
limit. 

We all know 
about oil in politics, and know 
how very strongly oil is en- 
trenched now in Congress, includ- 
ing the Oklahoma Senator. But 
it really would be a spectacle to 
have an oil man, one who is in 
the business and works ~ —_ 
ting special privileges for it from 
government, actually in bed with 
the Democratic party either in 
the White House or as presiding 
officer of the Senate. 


The prospect could be laughed 
off, except that some apparently 
responsible men in politics take 
it seriously—and so, it is said, 
does the Senator, himself.

Largest Crowd in Years. 

Stuber also said the crowd at 
the game~-was the largest since 
Clayton played Webster Groves 
for the Suburban League title 
some .four years ago. 

University City’s triumph was 
all but clinched in the first quar- 
ter when the Indians had a 19-9 
lead, the same 10 points -differ- 
ence in the final result. The score 
was tied three times at 2-2, 33 
and 5-5, but then Cristal, Stan 
Levy, Pete Likes and Don (Willie) 
Williams began pouring in bas- 
kets which left Clayton gasping.

surroundings are as tender and fragile as any ever filmed, the 
man’s gradual finding of backbone and character under the 
woman's indomitable spirit and energetic prodding. Bogart 
and Miss Hepburn do an extraordinary job of projecting these 
scenes with both realism and exactitude of shading. Huston, 
one of the real masters of his craft in Hollywood, has turned 
out another uncommonly good movie, 


French Frolic 

The SHADY OAK returns to a first-run “art” policy, in 
conjunction with the PAGEANT, with a juicy French item 
called “THE PRIZE,” written by Marcel Pagnol from de 
Maupassant's “Le Rosier de Madame Husson.” I think it may 

cause some frowns in straight-laced circles as 
“4 its satire on conventional moral values ‘s 
pretty broad. But as deftly written by ‘Pagnol, 
directed by Jean Boyer, and played by a very 
talented clown named Bouvril, it is happy, 
light-hearted and extremely funny, in addi- 
tion to executing some piercing thrusts at 
complacent moral stuffiness, 

The ladies of a French town want to raise the moral tone 
of the countryside, so a widowed countess, who was once on 
the stage but has outlived it through wealth and title, offers 
a 100,000 franc prize to the girl of 18 or over judged most 
worthy for the title of “The Rose,” to be crowned at the 
spring fair. Diligent search produces only one unsullied flower 
among the girls who can qualify even technically. That girl 
is the mayor's daughter, and he declines for her with thanks, 
fearing her popularity among the men might be imperiled. 

So the frustrated ladies award the prize and title to 
an oafish young farmer of 25 who has always been so afraid 
of girls that they habitually make sport of him by trying to 
kiss him. He parades in symtolic white, accepts the prize, 
gets drunk for the first time at the banquet in his honor, and 
uses the money to go to Paris, getting a ride from the Countess 
in her limousine. He returns from the capital in fine fettle 
and a loud check suit, and demonstrates to his chief tormentor 
that he has lost both his clownishness and his dewy innocence, 

Bouvril, who looks like a rather addled Spencer Tracy, 
is a master buffoon ag the worm who turns. His antics, 
however broad, carry a shrewd penetration, a suggestion that 
underneath the harlequin is ‘a hurt, withdrawn human who 
keeps up his silly front as a shield. There are some delightful 
bits among the village types. There are a couple of slight 
touches of vulgarity, and an awkward lapse in the plot line 
caused by cutting out Bouvril's Paris adventure with the 
Countess; otherwise it is a most enjoyable, tickling caper. 


Bette at Her Best 
“PHONE CALL FROM A STRANGER,” at the MISSOURI 
is about a man (Gary Merrill) who is leaving his wife because 
she had an affair. On an airliner he gets chummy with three 
other passengers—a moody alcoholic physician (Michael Ren- 
nie) who confesses he once killed several 
people by driving an Mitomobile while drunk; 
a loud-mouth, backslapping salesman (Kee- 
nan Wynn) and a cheerful, friendly night- 
club singer (Shelley Winters). The airplane 
crashes. Merrill survives, but his three 
friends are killed. He visits the families of 
all three, In two cases he straightens out 
home problems; in the third he learns a lesson about love 
and forgiveness. 

Nunnally Johnson's screenplay is literate and Jean Negu- 
lesco's direction produces realistic scenes, However, some 
unevenness and jerkiness results from the method of telling, 
and two of the episodes are extraneous. The first of the 
three vignettes unfolded, in which Merrill tells the doctor’s 
son the truth about his father so the boy will stop hating 
his mother, is on the trite side. The second, in which Merrill 
shows up the selfish, domineering mother-in-law who had 
practically broken up the singer’s marriage, has some humor, 
The third episode carries the real kick and point of the story. 
Bette Davis, in a brief role as the paralysed widow of the sales- 
man, contributes a powerful and intensely moving few min- 
utes, For this alone the film is worth seeing. 


Action in Oregon 

Universal-International has come up with a felicitous 
change of Western Technicolor scenery in some beautiful 
views of the Columbia river country with Mount Hood shining 
majestically in the distance in “BEND OF THE RIVER,” at

The plot incidents are of much more 
familiar stuff, however.

huge sum to the gold miners. These scenes are pretty well 
done, and with natural, convincing performances by James 
Stewart as the hero and Arthur Kennedy as a smiling villain, 
plus the scenery, it makes an entertaining Western.

it corn, a generic term 

to define all food grains. It 
have been a botanist who event- 
ually called it maize. The Indians 
were accustomed to pound the 
grain into small particles. The 
settlers soon made this easier by 
the use of a mill where it was 
d into meal. Some of the 
dians boiled the corn with 
wood ashes to loosen the hulls 
and this, in some places, became 

known as hominy. 

The corn is usually hulled by 
machinery today. The whole ker- 
nels are called whole hominy. 
The broken kernels may be called 
samp or pearl hominy, and the 
ground meal is called grits. The 
whole hominy comes in canned 
form and is a great convenience, 
as otherwise it would take a long 
cooking. 

The texture is interesting when 
it is served with a good sauce or 
with gravy on the side. It makes 
a good change from the usual. 
Cooked grits are often served 
when there is a gravy with meat 
and a hominy pudding is very 
much like spoon bread. Jt has a 
slightly different flavor and, of 
course, a different color as the 
grits are white. 

Hominy Pudding. 

Three cups hot cooked grits; 
three-fourths cup milk; two table- 
spoons butter; two eggs, well 
beaten; one-half teaspoon salt. 

Mix all ingredients together 
and pour into a greased one and 
one-half quart baking dish. Bake 
in a moderately hot oven (375 de- 
grees F.) until mixture sets, about 
45 minutes. Serve with brown 
gravy or cheese sauce: Yield: six 
servings. 

Spanish Hominy. 

One cup ripe olives; one-fourth 
cup oil; one pound ground lean 
beef; one cup chopped onion; one- 
half clove minced garlic; three- 
fourth cup water; one and one- 
half teaspoons salt; one table- 
spoon chili powder; one No, 24% 
can drained canned hominy (three 
and one-half to four cups); one 
cup shredded cheese. 

Cut olives from pits into large 
pieces, Heat oil. Add meat and 
cook until browned, stirring oc- 
casionally. Add onion and garlic 
and brown lightly. Blend in water 
salt, chili powder, hominy and 
olives and heat together. Stir n 
one-half cup cheese, Pour into 
greased casserole or baking pan. 
Sprinkle remaining cheese over 
pa Bake in moderately hot oven

Heating Notes. 

BOUT this time each year 

heating plants start acting up 

a little. Maybe it’s a premoni- 
tion that warm weather isn't too 
far away or maybe it's just be- 
cause they are tired. Anyway, 
it isn’t warm yet and a furnace 
isn’t supposed to get tired so 
you'd better do something to get 
the plant to settle down for the 
last long pull, 

Oil burners often act up by 
starting to smoke and oil burners 
aren't supposed to smoke unless 
they are not properly adjusted. 
Smoke means wasted fuel and 
also stains on the outside of your 
house. This condition can be cor- 
rected by making a minor adjust- 
ment on the burner, but you'd 
better have a service man do this 
for you. 

Coal burning furnaces get out 
of hand and hard to control about 
this time of year. This is often 
due to the fact that, what with 
one thing and another, air is get- 
ting to the fire or into the chim- 
ney where it shouldn't. 

Cracks start to appear around 
sealed openings and these should 
be repacked with asbestos cement. 
Ash pit and fire doors will often 
warp a little so they do not close 
tightly and if the condition isn't 
teo bad, filing down the edges of 
the door will do the trick. 

Open seams often occur where 
the smoke pipe enters the chim- 
ney and this should be sealed 
with asbestos cement. If the 
smoxe pipe from furnace to chim- 
ney was not in top condition at 
the start of the heating season, it 
is probably leaking like a sieve 
by now.

OU can’t win all the time—especially in your relations 
Y wie your 15-year-old boy (or girl). Since this is so—at 

least if it is not, no one has ever risen up to bear witness 
—we would suggest the simple device of giving in in the small 
things so that you may win out in the large. Give in now 
that you may win later. 

What are the large things in this case? What is most 
important in your dealings with your teen-ager? 

Is it that you and he should have a good friendly relation- 
ship such that he can come to you when he needs help, confide 
in you when he needs to confide, ask your advice and opinion 
when things get too complicated for him, look up to you as a 
calm, competent, friendly person? 

Or is it that he should leave the bathroom neat and tidy 
after he has taken a bath? Is it that he keep himself spotless, 
even up to and including his neck? Is it that he should live 
up to your requirements that he keep his room tidy— 
a model of ‘what a boy’s room should be? Is it that he should 
do his daily hour—no skimping—of practicing?

Help Through Music for Mentally le 
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to the endeavor and enthusiasm 
of an outstanding young St. Louis 
musician, Dorothy Ziegler, and to 
the public spirited policy of the 
Community Music School, half a 
dozen patients at the State Hos- 
pital, 5400 Arsenal street, are 
finding hope through music. For 
some of them, singing, playing 
the piano or some other musical 
instrument is therapy only, a step 
in bringing them out of the shad- 
ows closer to the reality they 
shun. For others, like Mary, who 
expects to be released shortly, it 
is a tangible move toward the 
future. 

“The prime difference between 
our patients and other people,” 
says Dr: Anthony Busch, clinical 
director, “is that they have not 
been able to find a place for 
themselves. Reality has become so 
unpleasant they’ve been forced to 
withdraw. 


“Music gives them the feeling 
that they have something to con- 
tribute after all. They take a step 
forward. It’s not the unsatisfac- 
tory frustration they've formerly 
experienced.”

USICAL therapy is no new 
Mining at the hospital; they 

have had a musical director, 
band and glee club for some time, 
and occasionally volunteers have 
undertaken to train musically 
gifted patients. But this is the 
first time they have had the co- 
operation of an established school. 
For the Community Music School, 
4703A McPherson avenue, cur- 
rently celebrating its twenty-fifth 
year of providing musical train- 
ing for any student willing to 
work for it, it is no new project 
either, as another teacher, Joseph 
Fischer, now in the Army, had 
done similar work with patients 
at Malcolm Bliss Hospital.

not equipped to deal with their 
problems so I try not to let them 
pour out their troubles to me.

HE ability of some of her stu-

“That was one of several big 
moments for me here. The musi- 
cal thrills I’ve received in this 
work are something I never could 
have imagined.” 

In her eighth season with the 
Symphony, Dorothy Ziegler is 
also the assistant to the opera 
director at Washington Univer- 
sity, plays for Vladimir Golsch- 
mann’s conducting class there, 
and teaches at Music and Arts 
University and St. Louis Insti- 
tute of Music as well as Com- 
munity Music School. Despite 
her busy schedule, her work at 
the hospital has a special place 
in her affections. 

“For musicians this sort of 
thing is excellent,” she main- 
tains. “We're inclined to think 
about ourselves too much, if our 
fingers are -n condition, if we’ve 
practiced enough, if we’re in the 
right mood.

In view of the fact that South 
had been doubled at four spades, 
it may seem that he was running 
a grave risk in going on to five 
spades, but his freak holding 
fully justified this action. Natur- 
ally, South hoped to find better 
trump support opposite him be- 
cause of North’s semi-shutout 
raise. (Incidentally, North made 
a very misleading bid when he 
raised spades directly over West's 
takeout double—a simple pass 
was all that North’s hand justi- 
fied.) 

It should be noted that South 
correctly concealed his solid club 
suit, and very likely it was this 
concealment which gave West the 
chance to go astray on defense. 
West made his natural opening, 
the heart king. South ruffed and 
led a low spade toward dummy. 
West, to make sure of two trump 
tricks, properly put in the nine, 
and the queen held. South then 
returned a spade to his own 10, 
and West won with the jack. 

West probably reasoned that if 
declarer was intent on trump 
drawing, he must know what he 
was doing and so there could be 
no point in “helping him” by lay- 
ing down the spade ace. So West 
held on to that card and led an- 
other heart. That was precisely 
what South had hoped for. He 
ruffed and led out his solid clubs, 
discarding diamonds from the 
board, and there was now no way 
by which West could prevent de- 
clarer from ruffing a diamond 
with dummy’s five of trumps.
